Facts of interest to all executives

obtained through the agency of a 
i questionnaire which was mailed to 
all members of the association. 
The booklet is an analysis of the 
answers received. 

Some of the most interesting 
data contained in the report con- 
cern the amount spent by mann- 
facturers in the eqripment field 
for advertising in comparison 
with their gross sales. It is dis- 
Clored that the makers investe¢ 
in 1924 between one and eigh 
per cent. of their gross sales h 
advertising. 

The group which did the large 
proportional amount of advertising 
was the makers of accessories. 
Firms in this group allotted 8.16 
per cent of their gross sales to that 
form of sales promotion. Makers 
which had the smallest proportion 
were those who sold their products 
to other manufacturers as origir:! 
equipment. Their figure was 4 
per cent. In between-came t 
replacement parts makers with 2.3 / 
per cent., the service equipme:: 
makers with 5 per cent. and the 
makers of parts for both origi! 
equipment and replacement, with 
4.3 per cent. 

For 1925, thus far, these same 
firms reported a generally smaller 
ratio. For the same groups the fig- 
ures are: Original equipment. .71 
per cent.; replacement parts, 2.88 
per cent. (this is the only group 
that showed an increase): original 
equipment and replacement, 3.8 per 
cent.: service equipment, 4.20 per 
cent., and accessories, 6.36 per cent. 

Another high-light in the re- 
port is the analysis of how the 
advertising appropriations were 
spent. This shows that the big- 
gest share of the advertising dol- 
far is spent in trade periodicals 
in the original equipment, ser- 
vice equipment and accessory 
ficlds. To quote from the report: 
“The only division of the indus- 
try not using trade papers as its 
chief method of advertising ex- 
pression is the parts group, in 
which the use of literature ts the 
chief advertising activity. The 
second greatest division is the use 
of teade and consumer litera- 
ture.” 

By groups, the advertising ex- 
penditures were shown to be divided 
in this way: Original equipment 
makers spent 65 per cent. on trade 
papers, 15 per cent. on literature 
and 9 per cent. on magazines: parts 
firms spent 28 per cent. on litera- 
ture, 24 per cent. on trade papers 
and 16 per cent. on magazines: re- 
placement people allottea 50 r 
cent. to literature and only 25 per 
cent. to trade papers: accessory 
manufacturers gave 23 per cent. to 
trade papers, 18 to lMterature, 17 for 
salaries and 9 for newspapers: ser-

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Look Out for Adverse Legislation |

HEARTILY agree with what Mr. Hutchinson of the Hupp | 
Motor Car Company says as to the unsoundness of | 
extending time payments to the point where the driver of | 
the automobile does not have a real equity in it. 
It is unsound merchandising and is, I believe, 
bound to have a serious reaction. In addition, it will 
very seriously complicate the used car problem. If 
the automobile dealer makes it possible for the pro- 
spective buyer to buy a new car at a very small down 
payment and on very small monthly payments, it 
will be so much less incentive for that prospective 
buyer to purchase a used cor. The inevitable result 
will be to sell more new cas for a time and swamp 
the dealer with used cars. 
Further, it seemis to me that it the automobile industry | 
recognizes its responsibilities in the direction of traffic con- 
ditions and accidents and if it places motor vehicles in the 
hands of people of no financial responsibility, who have no 
real equity in the car to make them desire to protect their | 
property by careful driving, it will aid in creating an intol- 
erable situation and will result in adverse legislation. 


Reforestation 


HE automotive industry is vitally interested in reforest- | 
ation, in securing for all time an adequate supply of | 
lumber. Recently the Forest Service of the Department of 
Agriculture appointed Prof. Fred R. Fairchild of Yale to} 
direct an investigation into the best methods of insuring | 
the planting of forests to take the place of those which we 
have so hastily devoured in our march of national progress. | 
A committee of the Senate, which has been 
investigating since 1923, found that tax relief is | 
one of the most important factors in securing 
reforestation of the 371,000,000 acres of privately 
owned forest land in this country. Prof. Fairchild 
is probably the foremost expert on this subject and 
his work will be watched with interest by every 
industry which must depend on lumber as a funda- 
mental of its production.

“I am in receipt of your valued 
order of recent date, inclosing 
postdated check, but am sorry that 
I cannot accept the same unless 
you make™~ satisfactory arrange- 
ments with your bank that the 
same will be honored on present- 
ment,” the automobile dealer 
wrote, and the customer promptly 
took the check to the bank on 
which it was drawn. 


“Will you agree to honor this 
check when it’s presented?” the 
customer queried. 


“Yes, it will be paid all right,” 
the paying teller assured him. 


“Will you write that automo- 
bile dealer and teil him that 
you’re holding the check and 
that it will be paid on present- 
ment?” the customer persisted. 
The bank wrote the letter, the 
dealer shipped the goods on the 
faith thereof, the check was dis- 
honored on presentment, and the 
dealer sued the bank in the 
North Daketa court. 


“The letter was guarantee of the 
debt of a third party beyond the 
powers of a bank,” the bank’s law- 
yer argued, but the court overruled | 
this contention, and decided in the 
automobile dealer’s favor in 194 N. 
W. Reporter, 387. 


“Pursuant to the telephonic 
conversation, the bank specifi- | 
cally agreed to take the check | 
and to pay the money on the due | 
date.

“Nothing will make a man grow ~ 
bigger mentally, or make him a 
more sure winner than to be con- 
Sstantly backed up to a wall where 
he has to fight and fight alone,’’

on his own feet at all times. He 
never gets any more than he earns 
but he gets every cent he earns. 
“After all, why isn’t that the 


Why should a good salesman, work- 
ing on a salary, be compelled to 
earry along a man who doesn't 
look any further than quitting time 
and pay day? 

“There have always been good 
places for salesmen and me- 
chanics who can stand on their 
own feet, fight their own battles 
and receive in compensation only 
what they carn. This type of 
man is always a producer. He 
knows that by working hard he 
will earn more. He is willing 
to put everything he has into his 
job and expects rewards in pro- 
portion.

MILLIONS MADE IN 
MOTOR STOCK RISE 


Huge Profits Earned by 
Purchasers During 
Recent Boom 


EW YORK, Nov. 30.— 
Not since the profits 
made and lost in the war 
stocks from 1914 to 1917 have 
such great profits been accu- 
mulated as in the motor 
shares this year. A large 
number of new millionaires, 
if they cash in, have been 
added to the American list. 
The stocks which have made 
riches for many Wall Street and 
outside operators include Nash, 
Chrysler, Willys-Overiand, Stu- 
debaker, Hudson, General Motors 
and Mack Trucks. A host of 
smaH and comparatively un- 
known market people have 
played the motors and benefited. 
There are several small operators 
in Chrysler and General Motors who 
have paper profits even at these 
lower prices of well over $3,000,000 
and there are half a dozen market 
holdings in Willys-Overland com- 
mon and preferred of over $1,000,- 
000 profits in each instance, ac- 





cortiing to Dow, Jones & Co. 

The group of Nash rich men has | 
increased in the last year and two | 
individuals have cashed in their} 
Nash profits with totals close to | 
$1,000,000 apiece. There are still 
several big holders of Nash shares 
who will not attempt to sell until 
the shares are split up some day. 

One broker points out that near- 
ty $10,000,000 of motor profits has 
been registered on his books for 
clients this year. Of this total, 
about $4,000,000 has been cashed 
in, while the balance today stands 
at $3,000,000 in paper profits 
against $6,000,000 at the peak. 

There has been a large volume 
of motor stocks taken out of the 
market result of profits in 
speculating in these shares. One 
man outside New York has taken 
out of the market 2,000 shares of 
General Motors, paid for from 
profits in the issue.

BUSES IN TORONTO 
PROVE POPULAR 


Sightseeing, "Chartered 
And Regular Coaches 


Are Available 

ONTREAL, Nov. 30.— 
, While the Toronto 
Transportation Commission, 
practically since its inception, 
has made use of motor bus 
services to act as feeders for 
ithe street cars, it was only 
this year that it went into the 
motor coach business. 

This service had been developed 
|as a separate enterprise, and caters 
;to a considerable extent to a class 
lof people who have not been ac- 
customed to using the street cafs. 

The service is divided into 
three classes: sightseeing, char- 
tered coaches and regular service 
coaches. Sightseeing coaches are 
used mainly for the tourist traf- 
fie, which is confined largely to 
the four summer months. As 
regular traffic reaches its maxi- 
mum during the fall, winter and 
spring, the coaches can be em- 
ployed throughout the year. The 
chartered coaches are used to 
transport parties to specified 
points, either local or long dis- 
tance. 

The commission, early this year, 
|} purchased twenty-one six-cylinder 
chassis, while the bodies were 
built in its own shops, Sach seats 
twenty-nine passengers and has in- 
dividual leather-upholstered seats, 
which provide real comfort. No 
transfer privileges to the city cars 
are granted. 

The coach enterprise appears 
to have been successful from the 
outset, both from a service and 
financial standpoint. The com- 
mission made good profits this 
summer from its chartered 
coaches and sightseeing traffic, 
while the regular coach service 
was built up to its present stand- 
ard only last month. Results of 
this regular service have been 
rather surprising in some re- 
spects. A number of people 
have given up the use of autos 
or are leaving them at home 
when going to business, and have _ 
dispensed with chauffeurs in 
many cases. This refers not only 
to business men, but women 
shoppers. Doubtless the park- 

ing problem in the downtown 
district has induced many auto 
owners to use the coaches. 
Sightseeing coaches are not an 
entirely new thing in Toronto, the 
Dominion Coach Company having 
established a service some years 
ago. This company, with its

Intensive Training Acts 


To Increase Fall Sales 


HE Meyer Motor Company of Buffalo, Studebaker dis- 

tributor, felt the approach of the annual dull season as 
early as October, and immediately adopted plans for boost- 
ing its business, with the result that its sales for Novem- 
ber have run far ahead of the same period in October. 
Likewise, November business is breaking records for that 
month in the past history of this company. 


The first thing the Meyer com- 
pany did was to build up a good 
prospect list of owners of cars in 
the Studebaker price class. Then 
it established a system of giv- 
ing each salesman ten nameés 
daily and requiring him to report 
on each of the ten at sales meet- 
ing the following morning. 

Regular Meetings 

Sales meetings, which had been 
held irregularly for some time 
in the past, were re-established 
as an important daily function 
and rules made to require all 
salesmen to be present and on 
time each day. In this way 
right start for the day is as- 
sured. 

Sales meetings are limited to 
fifteen or twenty minutes and 
are made snappy. There are 
very brief sales talks and the 
men are required to discuss sales 
made the previous day and es- 
pecially the sales that they failed 
to make. Whena salesman tells 
of a sale he lost, other salesmen 
are required to pick his methods 
apart, criticize them and tell how 
they would have turned the trick. 

It is not claimed that these 
methods are new or original. 
Many companies use them. But 
the point is the Meyer company 
had let the interest in its sales 
meetings and regular canvass 
lag when business was coming 
fine and then, after a slight fall- 
ing off of business, it re-estab- 
lished the whole system and got 
immediate results. It is one of 
the few firms in the city able to 
report that November sales are 
running ahead of previous 
months.

Coli. Charles S. Mott 
Hees CHARLES S. MOTT, vice- 

president of the General 
Motors Corporation, might have 
been a cider and vinegar manu- 
facturer today. 

He would have been had he 
followed in his father's foot- 
steps, but he didn’t and therein 
iies one of the secrets of one of 
the most successful careers that 
the automotive industry has 
known. 

Mr. Mott, a son of 
and Isabelle Turnbull (Stewart) 
Mott was born in Newark, N. J., 
June 12, 1875. At 17 years of 
age he entered Stevens Institute 
of Technology, and in his soph- 
omore year in August, 1894, he 
went abroad for a year and 
pursued the study of chemistry 
at Copenhagen and Munich, with 
a view to taking an active part 
in his father’s business, the lat- 
ter having been extensively 
known as a maker of cider and 
vinegar. 

Upon his return to America 
ae re-entered Stevens Institute, 
from which he graduated, anda, 
at the outbreak of the Spanish- 
American war, the next year, he 
joined the navy and served as 
munner’s mate aboard the WU. §. 
=. Yankee. 

His first business venture was 
with his father, with whom he 
vecame associated in 1897, under 
he name of C. S. Mott & Co. 
the concern manufactured car- 
Lonates, and, in 1900, a year 
after the death of the elder Mott, 
the plant was moved toe Utica, 
N. Y., where it was merged with 
the Westan-Mott Company, 
which was organized in 1896 and 
with which- Mr. Mott had been 
associated since its inception. 

Wire wheels and rims for bi- 
cycles and carriages were manu- 
factured by the company, and 
young Mett could vision a great

after serving for 


future in the automotive induss 
try, which was then in its in- 
fancy. He begun making axles 
for automobiles, and they be- 
came more and more in demand, 
and in 1904 he was made presi- 
dent of the concern. 

The factory, he believed, should 
be nearer the automobile center, 
and he cast about for a new lo- 
eation, finally locating his plant 
ip Flint. It was moved there 
in 1906 and housed in new fac- 
tery buildings alongside the then 
young 3uick Motor Company 
plants. 

The demand for Weston-Mott 
axles increased by leaps and 
bounds. The factory was many 
enlarged until it became 
recognized among the leading 
axle manufacturing concerns in ~ 
the country. Later the company 
became affiliated with the Gen- 
eral Motors Corporation, in which 
Mr. Mott is one of the leading 
figures today. 

The automotive industry has 
not held the undivided attention 
of Mr. Mott, however, he having 
devoted much of his time to civic 
matters. 

In 1912 his fellow townsmen 
nominated him for mayor on an 
independent ticket, and he was 
elected by an overwhelming ma- 
jority and the next year was re- 
elected to the position. Again in 
1918 the voters of Flint honored 
him with the mayoralty, but 
a while he re- 
signed to accept a commission in 
the motor transportation corps of 
the army, where he proved of 
great value to the service in ase 
sisting to direct automotive 

transportation. 

He was one of the founders of 
the Flint Y. M. C. A, and has 
served as its president since its 
organization. He was also a 
valuable worker m the various 
Liberty Loan and Red Cross 
campaigns.
